He discovered all its possibili- 
ties and made it popular, and when 
others saw how well it worked they 
adopted it, Ed Walsh was a much 
better spit ball pitcher than Chesbro 
but Walsh took his cue from him. 
Chesbro was an unusual spit ball 

itcher in that he became ‘one of the 
ron men of baseball. 

Before dropping the subject of pitch- 
ers I must bring up Addie Joss. He 
was one of the great hurlers of the 
game. Tall and lean, he had a pe- 
culiar windup, twisting himself into 
a corkscrew, turning his back to the 
batter and delivering the ball sidearm, 
bringing it from the hip. He had a 
sharp-breaking curve ball, terrific 
spec, a good slow one and a fine 
hange of pace. He was a wonderful 
fielder when you consider his height 
and build. And he was game clean 
through. Not alone a great pitcher 
but a splendid character, Joss was an 
invaluable asset to baseball. 

There are several pitchers in the 
game today that will probably join 
the ranks of the greats. A pitcher 
cannot establish himself in one or 
two seasons, ay more than a batter 
or a fielder. e must be a success- 
ful pitcher year after year and that is 
what the men that I have mentioned 
from the long list of pitchers succeed- 
ed in doing.

It is quite 
in aceord with precedent that when 
the market is easy trade confidence 
is wanting; and it is equally true 
that when depressing news becomes 
as visible and as easily summed up 
as it now is, it is generally about 
discounted. It may be that the big 
crop this year has caused a reap- 
pearance of the “autumnal dip” that 
used to be a feature of a year’s price 
fluctuations, and which has been less 
evident since the improvement in the 
cotton financing machinery and the 
formation of the cooperative market- 
ing associations. If so the trade will 
remember that it is naturally fol- 
lowed by a recovery and that ex- 
cessive bearishness based on the in- 
sight movement has frequently proved 
a boomerang because the cotton finds 
lodgment in strong hands.

SPEGIAL SESSION 
HUPES QUASHED 


Austin, Texas, December 21.—(4)— 
Immediate prospects for a special ses- 
sion of the Texas legislature for in- 
vestigation and possible impeachment 
of Governor Miriam A. Ferguson were 
quashed today by Speaker Lee Satter- 
white, of the state house of represent- 
atives. 

Declaring that a special session of 
the legislature might complicate liti- 
gation started by Attorney-General 
Dan Moody in connection with state 
highway contracts, Mr. Satterwhite 
declined to call the session, as request- 
ed by more than 50 members of the 
house. Previously, he had made 
known that the question of expenses 
for the legislators and any witnesses 
who might be summoned was a stum- 
bling block. r 

The Texas statute provides that the 
speaker may call a special legislative 
session for investigation and impeach- 
ment only, and Attorney-General 
Moody ruled that such a session would 
lack authority to appropriate funds 
for expenses. Numerous persons of- 
fered to “underwrite” a special ses- 
sion, but the attorney general ruled 
this would be illegal. 

The calling of a special session was 
put directly up to Speaker Satter- 
white when Governor Ferguson re- 
fused the demand of legislators that 
she call it, declaring that there was 
no need for it and that much legisla- 
tion already enacted might be un- 
done.“ 

The demand for the special session 
followed settlement of the suit of the 
attorney general against the American 
Road company, which confessed judg- 
ment 6f $600,000 excess profits, and 
accepted cancellation of its highway 
contracts and permit to do business 
in Texas. 

More than 50 legislators, as required 
by law, petitioned Speaker Satter- 
white to call the special session and 
an ultimatum was sent to the gover- 
nor declaring that unless she called it 
Satterwhite would do so. 


FOOD INSPECTION 
INU.S. ASSAILED 
BY REFORM LEAGUE 


Washington, December 21.—After 
a year’s study of conditions ‘hrough- 
out the country, the national civil 
service reform league announced that 
it had reached the conclusion that 
food inspection in the United States 
was “practically negligible from a 
public health standpoint.” 

The league said that the inspec- 
tion was being done in many in- 
stances “by plumbing inspectors, 
sheriffs and petty politicians,” who 
were unable even to “suspect—much 
less detect—modern methods of dis- 
guising bad foods.” 

More than half of the inspectors 
in the states and cities covered by 
tte investigation. it explained. went 
into their positions Without ade- 
quate training or experience.’ 

“The trusting confidence of the 
American public in the efficacy of 
laws,” the report said, “was more 
clearly shown no more grossly _be- 
trayed than in the matter of food in- 
spection. oe 

“We have enacted ‘pure food’ laws, 
and ordinances. Therefore, presum- 
ably we have ‘pure food,’ but between 
the law and the pure food lies a 
most important, though seldom rec- 
ognized factor—the human element 
charged with. the interpretation and 
the administration of these laws and 
ordinances.” 


CHICAGO HOTEL 
OWNER TO BUILD 
HOUSE ON ROOF 


Chicago, December 21.—(/)—Harry 
Moir, president of the Morrison 
hotel, has announced plans for the 
“highest bungalow in the world.” He 
will build it on the roof of the new 
addition to the Morrison, which rises 
47 stories above the street level.

He is rep- 
resented by officers familiar with his 
views as being determined to bring 
complete team work back to the 
whole service, even if drastie mas 
ures are necessary.

that the Mitchell case is out of the 
way so far as its disciplinary reac- 
tion is concerned the war secretary
